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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 4-10, 12, 14-28 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
relates to a system and method of reproducing a proofed image for printing on a substrate using a 
set of inks. The prior art cited disclose a system including a converter a light source and 
controller for performing the method of reproducing a proofed image, but do not specifically 
disclose, "a correction filter, the spectrum of the correction filter being based on the spectrum of 
an intended light used to view the proofed image when printed on said substrate" [claim 1] in 
addition to the other limitations recited as a whole. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
